Procession Which Creates Enthusiasm Com- 
parable to That Which Greeted Soldiers 
From South African War. 


SWEAR TO FALSE 
DRAFT CLAIMS 


LONDON, Aug. 15.—American 
troops marched through London to- 
day. They were reviewed by Ambas- 
sador Page and later by King 
George at Buckingham Palace. Great 
crowds lined the streets, which were 
decorated profusely with American 
and British flags. Enthusiasm was 
shown everywhere. The Americans 
were cheered by civilians, by soldiers 
on their way to the front, and by 
wounded men. The troops were es- 
corted by guard bands. 

A meeting of the Cabinet. was in 
progress when the Americans ap- 
proached Whitehall. It was ad- 
journed to permit the Premier and 
his colleagues to pay their compli- 
ments to the Americans.

R. S. Brockway Says He Led 
Men to Labor Temple and 
Cautioned Them. 


Richard S. Brockway, a special 
agent for the East St. Louis and 
Suburban Railway, who was the first 
white man arrested on a capias in 
East St. Louis, following the retuzn 
of indictments yesterday by the &t. 
Clair county grand jury against 105 
persons for participation in the race 
riots of July 2, today admitted to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that he wa; 
the “mysterious leader’’ who 
the white mob to the Labor Ten:p‘e 
at Collinsville avenue and State 
street, the center of the disturbances 
in which 40 whites and blacks fost 
their lives.

The day before, the spe- 
cjal agent said, he had paid a visit 
in the line of his business to the 
negro quarters and he had noticed 
that the blacks were heavily armed. 
“I felt it to be my duty to remon- 
strate with the white men,” Brock- 
way asserted ‘I told them that the 
negroes were armed and that they 
would be prohably all killed if they 
went into the neighborhood.

This information is given to op- 
erators by the Inner Group Coal 
Trade and Efficiency Bureau of 
East St. Louis. It is compiled by a 
young woman in a coal office and 
reaches members who pay monthly 
dues through the mails. 

J. E. Yoch, president of the Inter- 
national Coal and Mining Co., which 
has a mine in the O'Fallon district, 
testified that this bureau had no of- 
fice or office force, no by-laws and 
no records of any kind of which he 
knows, the organization consisting 
mainly of “a bunch of good fel: 
lows.” 

Data Reported Daily.

POPE PERSONALLY 
WROTE THE NOTE 
PROPOSING PEACE

offer. There is no disposition to 
question the good faith of Rome, 

aithough the Roman ‘Catholic ele- 
ments have been most prominent in 
the recent peace agitation in Berlin 
and Vienn:2. 

The probability of a peace move 
was discussed with British Foreign 
Minister Balfour and Vice Premier 
Viviani, when the British and French 
official missions were in Washington, 
and it was agreed that all the allies. 
including the United States, shou'd 
refuse to discuss peace terms while 
Germany occupied the _ territories 
che had taken by force, and thereby 
avoid what the allied statesmen con- 
sidered a German trap. 

German Acceptance Likely. 

Germany and her allies are expeci- 
ed promptly to accept the Pope's 
proposals. 

An unofficial outline of the Pope’s 
communication was received he~>2 
yesterday. Members of the Pres'- 
dent's Cabinet said it had not been 
discussed at the afternoon meeting, 
but some of the President’s official 
family gave signs of the difficulty 
which it has presented. 

Although the proposal to leave for 
diplomatic discussion such great 
questions as Italia Irridenta, a free 
Poland and Alsace Lorraine might be 
rejected on many grounds, close ob- 
servers forsee the possibility of em- 
barrassments in declining to dis- 
cuss proposals which the President 
himself brought before the world. 
The allied statesmen realize that 
once consideration of any part of 
the Pope's proposals begins, paci- 
fists and Socialist elements are at 
once enabled to take up discussion 
which will embarrags their govern- 
ments. 

When the new Russian Govern- 
ment was wavering on the point of 
making a separate peace and declar- 
ing for no annexations and no in- 


demnities, the President in a mes- 
sage to the Russian people de- 
clared: 


“Of course, the imperial German 
Government and those whom it is 
using for their own undoing are 
seeking to obtain pledges that the 
war will end in the restoration of 
the status quo ante. It was the 
status quo ante out of which this 
iniquitous war issued forth; the pow- 
er of the imperial German Govern- 
ment within the empire .and its 
widespread domination and influence 
outside of that empire. That status 
must be altered in such fashion as 
to prevent any such hideous thing 
from happening again.” 


Two days later in his fla 
address the President, referfing to 
the military masters of Germany 
said: ' : 

“If they can secure peace now with 
the immense advantages still in their 
hands, which they have up to this 
point apparently gained, they will 
have justified themselves before the 
German people; they will have gain- 
ed by force what they promised to 
gain by it, an immense expansion of 
German power; an immense enlarge- 
ment of German industrial and com- 
mercial opportunities. Their pres- 
tige will be secured and with their 
prestige their political power.” 

In his war address to Congress the 
President declared for spending the 
whole force of the nation if need be 


Y day 
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to check and nullify the pretensions 


and power of the German military 
autocracy. This phrase, now univer- 
sally accepted as the war aim of all 
the allies, the Entente diplon ats 
here contend hardly fits in with ua 
restoration of the status quo before 
the war, a return of Germany's 
colonies and no restitution for Bel- 
gium. 

Alsace Stumbling Block. 


The one point on which Germany 
might stick, diplomats feel, is the rec. 
storation of Alsace-Lorraine. 

These provinces, because of thei: 
mineral deposits, are not only nee. 
essary to the economic existence of 
Germany, they say, but in the hand; 
of France again would constitute a 
military menace to the whole Ger- 
man scheme on the western fron- 
tier. A neutral diplomat ventured 
the opinion that Germany, beaten, 
would concede all but the loss of 
Alsace-Lorraine. 

A war which was to have been fin- 
rate in six weeks is entering on its 

ourth year. A warfare of subma- 
rine frightfulness which was to have 
brought Great Britain to surrender 
within 90 days is entering its seventh 


}month without the promised result. 


The group fighting Germany has 
widened into a world circle of 17 
nations, all uniting their resources 
and power for the destruction of the 
German military autocracy. The 
imperial Government which entered 
the conflict with aims of world dx. 
minion now would be satisfied with 
a restoration of the status before the 
wear. 


In these events the allied dip}o- 
mats here see the moving causes for 
the newest proposal for peace, and 
in them they beiieve will be found 
the answer of the allied Govern- 
ments. 


Austrians Sce Hope of Peace in Brit- 
ish Cabinct Troubles. 


ZURICH, Switzerland, Aug. 15.— 
Austrian newspapers are jubilant at 
the vote of the British labor confer- 
ence to send delegates to the Stock- 
holm conference and the resignation 
of Arthur Henderson from the War 
Cabinet. The Reichspost and Ar- 
beiter Zeitung see therein important 
évents heralding the dawn of peaca. 

The Reichspost says: “Henderson 
wrecks Lloyd George’s Cabinet and 
party coalition at a moment when 
the entente statesmen are making 
new arrangements for a continuation 
of the war. Antique war policy 
threatens to collapse and the terrible 
world war is reaching an end.” 

The Arbeiter Zeitung says: “The 
resignation of Henderson marks a 
defection of labor from Lloyd 
George's war which was to be con- 
tinued until mankind perished. One 
riay hope now that the time of suf- 
fering and terror is approaching an 
cnd.”’

UNFAVORABLE T 
POPE'S PROPOSALS 


Their Origin in Austria and 
Germany. 


MUST BE REJ ECTED 


Times Thinks Teuton Realization 
of American Strength In- 
spired Move. 


LONDON, Aug. 156.-—Some of the 
morning newspapers refrain. from 
commenting on the. Pope’s peace 
proposals, while those which discuss 
them editorially base their genesis 
to Austria, and either reject abso- 
lutely or indicate the belief that the: 
text when received will’ show them 
to be yracceptable. 

The Daily News which, although 
a firm supporter of the allies’ aims, 
has a decided pacifist leaning, says 
that whatever reasons which hither- 
to restrained the Pope from com- 
ing forward as an official champion 
of peace, the long delay has materi- 
ally impaired the advantages the 
Vatican originally possessed for dis- 
interested intervention. 

“Tt is not our business to pass 
judgment upon a policy which ex- 
hausted itself in important sighs 
over the iniquities perpetrated in 
Belgium and imagined it possible 
to extinguish the world conflagra- 
tion by a succession of timid in- 
trigues. * * * The fact is, wheth- 
er it is reasonable to blame Benedict 
and his advisers therefor is another 
matter, considerations of temporal 
and secular interests having so long 
stayed his hands, it is impossible to 
accept the Pope’s intervention now 
as dictated purely by the desire 
which animates all good and all sin- 
cerely religious men to end a horror 
which is destroying hope. 

Examination on Merits. 

“The Pope’s proposals must be ex- 
amined on their merits as strictly as 
if made by Cnancellor Michaelis, | 
President Wilsen or Lloyd George.” 

The Daily News thinks it fairly 
clear that the Pope’s appeal was 
really inspired ty Austria, but main- 
tdins that His ffoliness can really 
persuade the belligerents to state 
their conditions in concrete terms he 
will confer a very great, if belated, 
blessing on mankind, and if he can 
further persuade Germany to 4d. 
clare its willingness to restore the 
independence of Selgium, Serbia and 
Rumania and withdraw from other 
invaded territories, the door to peace 
will be open and a blank refusal by 
allies to negotiate on such a 
basis would he almost unthinkable. 

The Daily Mail does not comment 
sditorially but in an introduction in 
its news columns saysthe Pope’s pro- 
nosals are impossible and that the 
scheme is really Austro-German. 

The Chronicle refers to the tradi- 
tional intimacy of Austria and the 
Vatican and the Austrian court’s in- 
tense desire for peace and adds: ‘“‘The 
tact that the proposal] comes imme- 
diately after expulsion of Russians 
from Galicia and Bukowina will not 
escape anybody who is in the habit 
of putting two and two together. We 
may assume that the Pope acted at 
Austria’s prompting. In any case 
the allies will have to refuse. No 
other course is open to them.” 

“Utterly Inadmissable.” 


The Times, while suspending final 
judgment until the text is available. 
says the proposals as described in 
the telegraph summaries are utterly 
inadmissable by the allies. It ex- 
presses astonishment at the Vati- 
can’s alleged hope that the document 
will be favorably received and lead 
to the not distant end of the war. 

“To cherish any hope of this,” says 
the Times, ‘‘betrays a complete ignor- 
rance of opinion of all the Entente 
countries and the United States. They 
have all stated plainly, emphaticaily 
and repeatedly before, the only terr.s 
whereon they are prepared to con- 
sider peace. These terms are quite 
incompatible with the Aelegraphed 
version of the Vatican’s proposals, 
and there is not the slightest prus- 
pect that the Allies will renounce or 
abate them. The whole tenor of the 
document bears the marks of Ge-- 
man inspection.”’ 

The Post, expresses similar viewa 
says to listen to a compromise before 
a guarantee is secured against a re)p- 
etition of the ordeal through which 
civilization is passing is to betray a!l 
sacrifice and suffering endured. If the 
Vatican really is optimistic about re- 
cepfion of its proposals, the Vatican 
shows that it is entirely out of touch 
with the sentiment of the Allies.” 


Realizes America’s Strength. 


The Post, taking it for granted 
that the proposals aqre instigated 
by Germany, and remarking that 
they are a decided advance on any- 
thing Germany has ,hitherto ~been 
disposed to discuss, attribute her 
anxiety for an immediate negotiated 
peace to a realization that the con- 
tinuance of the war will give her 
much less than such a negotiated 
peace because she will have to face 
with depleted resources the full 
weight of a new enemy, the Ameri- 
can republic, and adds that Germany 
affected to believe the United States 
as a.belligerent did not count but 
that that illusion has already been 
shattered.

I have always believed that he was sent for to add his weight 
to the arguments in fuvor of peace and to point out that it was necessary for 
Germany to have the friendship of America after the war to have markets 
where she could place her goods. And I am convinced that at this time, at 
any rate, the influence of Helfferich was cast in the scale in favor of peace. 


_ Ambassador and Secretary at Luncheon With the Emperor. 


Finally, I was told that on the next day, which was Monday, May 1, 1 
was to lunch with the Emperor. Grew was invited to accompany me and the 
Chancellor said that he would call for me about an hour before the time set 

- for lunch, as the Emperor desired to have a talk with me. In the afternoon 
an extract from the log of a German submarine commandér was sent to me, 
in which the submarine commander had stated that he had sighted a vessel 
which he could easily have torpedoed, but as the vessel was one hundred and 
twenty miles from land he had not done so because the trew might not be 
able from that distance to. reach a harbor. 

When the Chancellor called for me the following morning, he asked me if 

- Thad read this extract from the submarine officer’s log, and noted how he 
® had refrained from torpedoing a boat one hundred and twenty miles from 
® iand. I told the Chancellor that I had read the extract, but that I had also 
’ read in the néwspaper that very morning that a ship had been torpedoed in 
stormy weather at exactly the same distance from land and the crew com- 
pelled to seek safety in the ship’s boats, that anyway ‘fone swallow did not 
make a summer, ’’ and that reports were continually being received of boats 
being torpedoed at great distance from land. 

We then got in the mtor and motored to the chateau about a mile off, 
where the Kaiser resided. We got out of the motor before going into the 
courtyard ‘and immediately I was taken by the Chancellor into a sort of 
garden on the gently sloping hillside below the chateau. Here the Emperor, 
’ dressed in: uniform, was walking. 


Kaiser’s Greeting Inspired by Historic Incident. 

As I drew near the Emperor he said immediately, ‘‘Do you come, like 
the great proconsul, bearing peace or war in either hand?’’ By this he re-

Ford Peace Expedition Discussed 

With Amusement. 

Discussing the submarine question 
the Emperor and Chancellor spoke 
of the warning in the Lusitania case. 
Finally I said: “If the Chancellor 
warns me not to go out on the Wil- 
helmplatz, where I have a perfect 
right to go, the fact that he gave the 
warning does not justify him in kill- 
ing me if I disregard his warning 
and go where I have a right to go.” 
The conversation then became more 
general; we finally left the garden 
and went into the chateau, where 
the Emperor's aids and guests were 
impatiently waiting for lunch. 

[I sat between the Emperor and 
the Prince of Pless. Conversation 
was for most of the time general 
and subjects such as the suffragettes 
and the peace expedition of Henry 
Ford were amusingly discussed. 

After lunch I again had a long 
talk with the Emperor, but of a 
more general nature than the con- 
versation in the garden. 

That night about 11 o’clock, after 
again dining with the Chancellor, 


; we left Charleville in the same spe- 


cial salon car, arriving at Berlin 
about 4 p. m. the next day, whers 
at the station were a crowd of Ger- 
man and American newspaper cor- 
respondents, all anxious to know 
what had happened. 

At this last dinner at the Chancel- 
lor’s he took me off in a corner and 
said: “As I. understand it, what 
America wants is cruiser warfare on 
the part of the submarines.” And 
I said ‘“‘Yes, that is it exactly. They 
may exercise the right of visit and 
search, must not torpedo or sink 
vessels without warning and must 
not sink any vessel unless the pas- 
sengers and crew are put in a place 
of safety.’’ 

Note Not ‘Alar iiss as Expected. 

On the morning of May 3 I heard 
that the German note had been 
drafted, but that it would contain a 


clause to the cffect that while the

As such a pr» position as this would 
of course on!?y hring up the subject 
again, I immediately ordered my au- 
tomobile and called-on the Spanish 
Ambassador, stating to him what I 
heard about the contents of the note; 
that this would mean without a 
doubt a break with America, and, 
as I-had been instructed to hand the 
émbassy ovcr te him, I had come tu 
tell him of that fact. 

I gave the same information to 
other collearues, of course, hoping 
that what I said would directly or in- 
directly reach the ears of the German 
loreign Office. Whether it did I do 
not know, buc the Sussex note when 
received did not contain any excep- 
tion with referciice to armed mer- 
chantmen. 

. With the receipt of the Sussex note 
and the President’s answer thereto, 
which declined assent to the claim of 
Germany to define its attitude toward 
our rights, in accordance with what 
we might do in regard to the enforce- 
ment of them ugainst England, the 
submarine question seemed at least 
for the monien* settled. I, however, 
immediately warned the departmen:‘ 
that I believed that the rulers of 
Germany would at some future date, 
forced by public: opinion and by the 
Conservative and Von Tirpitz parties, 
take up ruthles# ‘submarine war 
again, possinvly in the autumn, but at 
any rate about February or March, 
1917. 

In my last conversation with the 
Chancellor before leaving the Great 
Ceneral Headquarters, and when he 
referred to the cruiser warfare of the 
submarines, he also said, “I hope 
now, if we settle this matter, that 
your President will be great enough 
to take up the question of peace.”’ It 
was as a result of intimations from 
Government circles after my return 
to Berlin that I gave an interview to 
a representative of a Munich news- 
paper expressing my faith in the 
coming of peace—although I was 
careful to say that it might be a mat- 
ter of months or even years. 

Thereafter on rnany occasions the 
Chancellor impressed upon me the 
fact that America must do something 
toward arranging a peace, and, if 
nothing was done to this end, that 
undoubtedly public opinion in Ger- 
many would force the resumption of 
ruthless submarine war. 

Ambassador Gerard Resolves to Visit 
America. 

In September of 1916, I having 
mentioned that Mrs. Gerard was zo- 
ing to the United States on a short 
visit, Von Jagow insistently urged me 
elso to go, in order to make every ef- 
fort to induce the President to do 
something toward peace. As a result 
cf his urging and as a result of my 
own desire to make the situation 
clear in America, I sailed from Co- 
penhagen on Sept. 28 with Mrs. Ger- 
ard, on the Danish ship Fredericx 
VIII , bound for New York. I had 
spent almost three years in Berlin, 
having been absent during that time 
from the city only five or six days

in 1914, with two weeks at Munich 
in the autumn, two days at Munich 
and two days at Parten Kirchen in 
1916, and two week’ends at Herings- 
dorf in the summer of the same rear, 
with visits to British prison camps 
scattered through the two and a half 
years of war.

many. I impressed upon each of 


these gentlemen my fixed belief.

toward peace, to commence ruthless 
submarine war and they made this 
view clear in the articles which they 
wrote for their respective news- 
papers. 

Quotations From Articles by Herbert 

Bayard Swope. 

Mr. Swope’s articles, which ap- 
peared in. the New York World, were 
immediately republished by him in 
a book called ‘Inside the 
Empire.” In Mr. Swope’s book, on 
page 94, he says: 

The campaign for the ruthless U- 
boat warfare is regarded by one man 
in this country, who speaks with the 
highest German authority, as being 
in the nature of a threat intended 
to accelerate and force upon us a 
movement toward peace. Ambassa- 
dor Gerard had his attention drawn 
to this just before he left Berlin, 
but he decided to accept the inter- 
pretation. 

On page 88 Mr. Swope writes: 

Our Embassy in Berlin expected 
just such a demonstration as wus 
given by the U-53 in October, when 
she sank six vesscls off Nantucket, 
as a lesson of what Germany could 
do in our watcrs if war came. 

On page 74 he says further: 

Throughout Germany the objec- 
tion for the resumption of ruthless 
U-boat warfare of the Lusitania type 
grows stronger day by day. The 
Chancellor is holding out against it, 
but how long he can restrain it no 
one can say. I left Germany con- 
vinced that only peace could prevent 
its resumption. And the same opin- 
ion is held by every German with 
whom I spoke, and it is held also by 
Ambassador Gerard. The possibility 
was so menacing that the principal 
cause of the Ambassador's return in 
October was that he might report to 
Washington. The point was set out 
in press dispatches at that time. 

I wrote a preface to Mr. Swope’s 
book for the express purpose of in 
this way informing the American 
public that I believed that Germany 
intended at an early date to resume 


the ruthless U-boat warfare. 


Our trip home on the Frederick 
VIII was without incident, except for 
the fact that on the eighth day of 
October Swope came to the door of 
my stateroom about 12 o’clock at 
night and informed me that the eap- 
tain had askgi that he tell me the 
wireless had brought the news that 
German submarines were operating 
directly ahead of us and had just 
sunk six ships in the neighborhood 
of Nantucket. I imagine that the 
captain slightly changed the course 
of our ship, but next day the odor of 
burning oil was quite noticeable for

ities. On the occasion of our visit 
to Kirkwall, during this trip, 2

deck of the Frederick VIII, was tak- 
en off the boat by the British. The 
British had very cleverly spctted 
him doing this from the shore or 
from a neighboring boat, through a 
telescope. 

Ships can only enter Kirkwall by 
daylight; at 6 o’clock every even- 
ing trawlers draw a net across the 
entrancé to the harbor as a protcc- 
tion against submarines. A passayze 
through this net is not opened until 
daylight the following morning. 

Capt. Thomsen of tke Frederick 
VIII, which ship carried us to Amer- 
ica and back to Copenhagen, ty his 
evident mastery of his profession, 
gave to all of his passengers a fecel- 
ing of confidence on the somewhat 
perilous voyage in those dangerous 
waters. 

Ambassador Gcrard Confers 
President Wilson. 

When I reached America, on Oct. 
10, I was given a most flattering re~ 
ception and the freedom of the City 
of New York. Within a few days 
after my arriyal the President seni 
for me to visit him at Shadow Lawn 
Long Branch, and I was with him 
for over four hours and a quarter in 
our first. conference. I saw him, of 
course, after the election, before re- 
turning to Germany, and, in fact, 
sailed on the 4th of December at his 
special request. 

Before I left I was impressed with 
the idea that he desired above all 
things both to keep and to ‘make 
peace. Of course, this question of 
making peace is a very delicate one. 
A direct offer on our part might 
have subjected us to the same treat- 
ment which we gave Great Britain 
during our Civil War, when Great 
Britain made overtures looking to- 
ward the establishment of peace and 
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the North answered, practically tell- 
ing the British Government that it 
could attend to its own business, 
would brook no interference, and 
would regard further overtures as 
unfriendly acts. 


The Germans. started this war 
without any consultation with tne 
United States and then seemed to 


think that they had a right to de- 
mand of the United States that the 
United States make peace for thém 
on such terms and at such time as 
they chose; that the failure to do so 
gave them a vested right to break all 
the laws of warfare against their ea- 
emies, and to murder the citizens of 
the United States on the high seas 
in violation of the declared principles 
of international law. 

Nevertheless, I think that the in- 
clination of the President was to go 
very far toward forcing of peace. 

Our trip from New Ycrk to Copen- 
hagen was uneventful, cold ‘and 
dark. We were captured by a Brit- 
ish cruiser west of the Orkneys and 
taken into the port of Kirkwall for 
the usual search, where we remained 
two days.

FOR ARMY NAMED. 


Evidence of Skill in Leading 
Troops in Action or in Train- 
ing Men Basis of Selection. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—Nomi- 
nations of nearly 200 general officers 
in the national army, including offi- 
cers of the regular army and _ the 
national guard, were sent to the Sen- 
ate yesterday by President Wilson: 

From the 37 new Major-Generals 
to be created for the duration of the 
war, and from the existing Major- 
Generals of the regular army, will 
come the army corps and division 
commanders of all the forcés ‘now 
being raised, regulars, national 
guard or national army. Similariv 
the brigade commanders will be se- 
lected from the list of more than 100 
new Brigadiers.- 

Seniority Rule Followed. 

The list of general officers shows 
that the minority rule has been fol- 
lowed closely except where men in 
line’ for promotion were. found 
wanting by the Board of Officers, 


to the President. The rule laid down 
by Secretary Baker for the selec- 
tion of general officers directed thet 
two major qualifications govern the 
board-——evidence during their army 
careers of skill in leading troops in 
action and in training soldiers. 

The list of Major-Generals takes 
in virtually all of the army Briga- 
diers and includes the only two na- 
tional guard officers of that rank, 
Gens. O’Ryan of New York an 
Clements of Pennsylvania. 

The list of Brigadiers is made up 
from the existing list of Brigadiers 
of the-national guard with a score 
or more Colonels of that service who 
are advanced in rank, and of reg- 
ular army Colonels from each arm 
of the service. 

To fill out the list of coast artil- 
lery appointments two Lieutenant- 
Colonels were advanced to Brigadier 
rank. 

For Duration of War. 

All of these commissions are for 
the duration of the war only and 
are in the national army, although 
the officers may be assigned to any 
part of the fighting forces—regu- 
lars, guardsmen or selective draft |. 
troops. It is understood, however, 
that wherever a national . guard 
brigade from any state is retained

POLITE FRENCH T 
TUS, OFFICERS 
FIRE ON GERMANS 


Decide Their American Guests 
at Front May Carry Arms 
and Shoot at Will. 


By Assoctated Press. 

_ AMERICAN TRAINING CAMP 
IN FRANCE, Aug. 14.—A_ rather 
grim little point of trench etiquette 
which has been puzzling the Amer- 
ican officers lately has been settled 
by the French with their usual po- 
liteness and magranimity. It has 
been decided that American officers 
visiting the French front have the 
right, as guests, to carry revolvers 
or rifles and take a shot at any 
German who shows his head above 
an enemy parapet. 

American officers have been back- 
ward about doing this, fearing to 
trespass upon the inalienable right- 
of the French to shoot every invader 
opposite them. 

But the French have assured their 
American comrades that they are 
delighted to have the Americans gei 
their first blood acquaintance with 
the enemy from behind the trench 
lines. 

The ever-increasing number of 
American officers at the French front 
makes an American casualty list 
probable almost any hour. 

The American army teems with 
sharpshooters who are fairly aching 
to get a chance to lie in the trench- 
es opposite the Germans and 
snipe every head that shows itselr. 
Many of the officers will get this 
opportunity soon. They now are 
being instructed in the use of gar 
masks and the ordinary means of 
taking quick cover from shell or ma- 
chine gun fire. 

Men’s Gas Drills Delayed. 

The men will not receive their 
gas drills for a time for none of them 
will go to the trenches until all the 
officers have been there and become 
acquainted with the trench methods 
and trench habits. 

The strict physical training out of 
doors is having its results. Today 
field headquarters received a letter 
from a company commander in 
which he said his men were develop- 
ing so fast that all their uniforms 
were becoming too small. Some of 
the uniforms, he wrote, now are 
inches too small about the chest. 

Reject Nickname ‘“Sammies.” 

Not until the recent arrival in th? 
camp of certain American newspa- 
pers did the soldiers of the American 
expeditionary forces become aware 
that efforts were being made in 
certain “quarters to fix upon them 
the name of “Sammy.”’ 

That name never is heard on this 
side. Within the past few days the 
correspondent of the Associated 
Press has been approached by great 
numbers of officers and men asking 
that something be sent home telling 
the people there how the standard 
bearers of the American army really 
resent what they consider an inapt, 
undignified and irritating name. 

“Please hit the ‘SAmmy’ propa- 
ganda as hard as you ¢an,”’ said an 
officer of distinguished rank to the 
correspondent. “The men and of- 
ficers would be proud to have an 
appropriate nickname, but there is 
not one among us who thinks 
‘Sammy’ is in any way suitable, and 
it certainly is not desired.”’

led to the rioting. .It is assertéd in 
the report that “engendered with 
falee fears, negroes wantonly mur- 
dered policemen bent on aiding 


them,” and that “a rival flame of 


passion”’ caused white men to mur- 
der negroes. . 

The report recites. that about a 
year ago the workers at the alumi- 
num reduction plant in East’ St. 
Loouis ‘went on’ strike for more 
wages and better working conditions. 


The employers acceded to these de-/| 


mands, ending the strike. 
Conditions «t Aluminum Plant. 


In further reference to’ conditions 
at the aluminim plant, the report 
continues: 

“In February, 1917, the same 
workers again struck for higher 
wages, but the enployers at the plant 
refused to accede to the demands, 
end, by the internosition of. the Uni- 
ted States Court by way of injunc- 
tion, defeated the aims of the 
strikers. The discovery was ther 
made by the workers that the large 
influx of negroes,had put them to a 
disadvantage in'‘dealing with em- 
ployers. weer 

“That employers abused this situ- 


ation seems to Us to bea warranted | 


charge. Every community should as- 
sure good living conditions to all, 
without regard to racial’ questions, 
but the intent of employers to place 
the workers of one race at a disad- 
vantage by notoriously favorirg 
workers of another race must draw 
down condemr ation,” 

The report asserts that a new 
form of aversion to the negro was 
caused by the changed industrial 
conditions and it tells of the mass 
meeting of May “28; when a delega- 
tion of more than 500 white men 
called on Mayor Mollman and de- 
manded that the influx of negroes 
be stopped. 

Speech Advyocated Mob Violence. 

“The denunciations were bitter 
and inflammatory,” the report as- 
serts, “and one of the speeches, in 
particular, advocated mob violence. 
The threats pronounced in the pres- 
ence of the Mayor ought to have 
placed the officials on their guard, 
but when the Crdiwd left the city 
hall and walked up the streets of 
East St. Louis a namber of negroes 
were attacked and.the riot of May 
28, 1917, broke out—all within hal? 
an hour after the speakers had fin- 
ished.” 

After this meeting and throughout 
June, according: to the report, agi- 
tators worked among the people and 
tried to stir up bad feeling. This 
agitation went on’among the whites 
and the negroes until members of 
each race thought members of the 
other were plotting to massacre them 
July 4. As that-date approached 
there was Increased unrest and ap- 
prehension. 

The report tells how negroes, after 
being attacked near the Free Bridge 
approach, July 1, wathered at the 
premises of ‘the recognized leader o1 
the negroes in East St. Louils.”’ The 
story of the killing of Policemen 
Coppedge and Wadley by negroes at 
2 a. m. July 2, and it is asserted thar 
the policemen had told the negroes 
they were there to portect them, as 


‘Leroy N. Bundy, the negro dentist 
who was arrésted ih Clevelahd Mon- 
day, charged with being a fugitiv» 
from justice, is believed to be the 
man mentioned in the report as ‘‘the 

gnized leader of the negroes in 

St. Louis.” . a 
Zells of Firing From Autos. 
The report tells that about the 
time of the killing of the policemen 
ft was reported that white men in 
two automobiles had driven through 
the streets and fired shots into the 
windows of negroes’ homes. The 
two automobiles, says the report, 


“drove up in front of the Commer- | 


eial Hotel, controlled by a leading | 
hosteiry. It.should have been 


bpparent they had been employed 


on some lawless errand, for these 


two machines were riddled with rifle 


balls and buckshot. Yet there were 


no arrests.”’ 

The report recounts that in the 
forenoon of July 2 a meeting of white 
citizens was held at Labor Temple 
Hall without police interference, al- 
thiiough the march to the hall began 
at the police station where the crowd 
had viewed the automobile in which 
the policemen. were shot to death. 
At the meeting a chairman was a)p- 
pointed, and upon adjournment those 
present were told to return at 3 p. 
m. armed with guns. Attacks on ne- 
g1ves began soon after this meeting. 

The grand jury describes the riot- 
ing later that day as “one of tne 
wildest scenes of human carnage ard 
destruction of property recorded in 
Illinois history.’ It asserts nearly 100 
persons were killed and 245 buildings 
were burned, while, “with a few ex- 
ceptions, the police stood by and 
nade no effort to curb the fury of 
the mob.” 

Favors Armed Peace Guard. 


It is recommended in the report

There will be a general agreement among men 
of right minds on the Vatican’s expression of an 
ardent desire for peace and on several funda- 
mental propositions which the Pope suggests 
looking to the prevention of wars and the protec- 


tion of the rights of nations in-the future. But 
the ardent desire for a permanent peace, without 


Pope's proposal. 

The voice of the Pope is recognized as promot- 
ing Austria’s eager wish for a hasty peace and 
back of Austria, Germany’s ardent desire to get 
the belligerents into an armistice and a peace 
conference without definite action or pledges on 
her part to abandon her conquests and her power 
and will to wage another ruthless war. 

Peace without the complete crushing of Ger- 
many’s military power depends upon Germany. 
The anti-German allies cannot accept a peace con- 
ference until they are assured that Germany will 
abandon her ambitious war aims and ruthless, 
criminal war methods. To do otherwise would 
be merely to give a new. lease of life and war 
power to Germany’s autocracy, which could re- 
main in the saddle unchecked. It would be a use- 
less sacrifice of the blood and treasure expended 
in the war. The allies must have guarantees be- 
yond the word of the German Government, which 
has ignored treaties and trampled upon interna- 
tional law and agreements. 

While Germany holds and oppresses Belgium, 
parts of France, Rumania, Poland and Servia; 
while Germany wages criminal warfare on the 
shipping of all nations, friend and foe, and sends

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MISSING RECORDS AT MOUNT VERNON 
Examination by accountants of the State Au- 
ditor of official records at the Tuberculosis Sani- 
tarium at Mt. Vernon was halted by the discovery 
that there are few records there to examine. 
The original contracts under which many pur- 
chases were made, books and papers showing ex- 
penditures from the emergency expense account, 
totaling $1000 and $1500 a month and entries re- 
cording the disposition of revenue from pay pa- 
tients, amounting to $700 and $800 a month, were 
found to be missing. Reason exists for believing 
that officers of the late management took these 
important papers with them on their retirement. 

Daring irregularities prompted by the view that 
public propery was to be administered as the prt- 
vate asset of appointees under a now superseded 
State administration seem to reach a climax in 
this cool appropriation of the accounts through 
which State business transactions may be traced. 
At other State institutions lamentably defective 
bookkeeping has been found.

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REPRESENTATIVE FARRIS WINS. 
_ Gov. Gardner’s appointment of Timothy Bir- 
mingham as State Game Warden indicates that 
he does not think an indictment ought to stand 
between pplitical friends and thar he rates the 
pull of a clever ee higher than public 
opinion. :

Senator introduces a pro- -German resolution in: the 
Senate that fact can be made of the utmost im- 
portance in influencing the German people to 
believe the United States has no intention of s8ee- 
ing the war through. 

For that reason the La Follette resolution ought 
to. be brought to a vote in the Senate without 
unnecessary delay, and every Senator put on 
‘record. Both Germany and the United States 
haye a right to know the exact number of mem- 
bers of the treaty-making branci. of Congress 
who are-prepared to vote in favor cf the Potsdam 
peace terms that Senator La .Follctte proposes. 
Long ago a similar issue had to be fought in 
both House and Senate when the Kaiser’s aids 
in Congress undertook to declare the American 
people had no rights.on the high seas which Ger- 
many was bound to respect. Let us see how 
many of them now believe that the United States 
ought to make peace by paying indemnity for 
the devastation which German autocracy has 
wrought upon civilization. 

The German propaganda in the United States 
is still working through various agencies and all 
of them are now centering their efforts upon 
peace terms which would be to the advantage of , 
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German autocracy and the disadvantage of every- 
body else. When they have no other means of 
carrying on their campaign, they made a pretense 
of being in ignorance of the acts and objects of 
the United States in the war. They pretend 
that they do not know what this cveuntry is fight- 
ing for, and insist that the President must be 
compelled to define the precise terms under which 
the United States would withdraw from the con- 
flict and leave its allies to the mercy of Prussian- 
ism. a> 

The La Follette resolution is only one of the 
many products of these activities, and this thing 
will keep coming up until it is fought out in Con- 
Tess.
